Former Invader secretary CACHEATUH UNDRE SMITH, 
who, in the summer of 1969, gave birth to a daughter fathered 
by Invader Prime Minister LANCE "SWEET WIILIE WINE" WATSON, 
has become completely disenchanted with the Invaders and 
with WINE. WATSON has refused to take care of his child, 
the burden resting on CACHEATUH and her mother with whom she 
lives in South Memphis near Carver High School. She has been 
associating socially with a no-good Beale St. character known 
as JACK BENNY, who plays records at the Blue Stallion, a Negro 
night club on Beale St., but has become apparently disenchanted 
with BENNY. 



CACHEATUH claims that she now wants to make an honest 
living and would like to return to her old employment with the 
South Central Bell Telephone Co. in Memphis but feels that she 
has such a bad record with said company that they would be 
reluctant to rehire her; that she has been talking with

Informant added that a public n lations mao of 
SCLC, an Atlanta white male, by the name <>/' ol'f’bERG (phonetic) 
recently commented that SCLC is exlromely Hard up flinneialiy 
and has lost any cause or issue which wou'd grin national 
recognition and the subsequent contrlbul jo.i of funds by 
various groups, foundations, and J nd I vidii^. Is »nd that for 
this reason the SCLC is beginning to back 'nd support iS*e 
Black panther party which currently is rtc>ilvir»g mere 
publicity thi'oughout the news and iolevls<'»n media th»n 
any other organization. 
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With regard to JAKtES LUIIIMI BEVF!., rorent director , 
of Non-Violent Education, SCLC, last Icnowi* to be a student Ji

BEVEL has been recently a close associate of the Moblll^.ers, 

Inc., Memphis, Tenn., headed by CXIRDELL JACKSON and HERMAN 
L. O'NEIL and that Rev. BEN L. H0<1KS, who tor several years 
has been on the national board of SCLC recently commented 
that BEVEL has weird sexual "hangiii c*' and commented that 
following the assassination of Dr. MAFITIN LLTHJER KING, JR., 
former president of SCLC who was killed in Memphxs, Tenn., 

4/4/68, that BEVEL had gone to Los Angelof.- Calif., made a 
speech in a large church there in which he shocked many of 
those present by using extreme vulgarities and obscenltios in 
his speech. 

With regard to the newly fotmed Ad* Hoc Committee to 
investigate police brutality in Memphis foMAod by the Mernphls 
chapter of the NAACP and consisting of 2 Negro Memphis city 
councilmen, namely FRED DAVIS and Rev. JAMES L. NETTERS, along 
with former Criminal Court Judge BEN L, HOOKS, Negro, and 
former NAACP president JESSE L, TURNER, Nopro, as well as 
city councilman and state legislator J. O. PATTERSON, JR., 

Negro. Informant stated that this group wlH definitely push 
its investigation regarding alleged brutality on the part of 
the Memphis PD but infomant feels that due to the influence 
of HOOKS and TURNER and FRED DAVIS that 1» will attempt to bo 
as fair as possible for any all-Negro group and that it will 
continue its efforts despite the fact that Memphis Police 
Director FRANK C. HOLLOMAN has stated he has no intention 
of cooperating with any sort of citizens rommitleo in this 
regard . 

LANCE WATSON appears to bo getting all of his money 
by bumming. He is spending considerable • ime with lX)U^fLA 
JACKSON, female Negro, former student at ',i M<'viie-Ow'«»n College, 
daughter of prominent Negro bail bondsman .'lQ}^.Rp_,tJr\CK^N, and 
inlormant pointed out that uniquely HOWARD JAC’kiiON has been 
most lavish with his children, sent one of his daughters to 
Europe and in all pi’obability will give L'J’.’EI.M as much as 
$50 or $75 a week, much of which will go In LANCE WATSON. 

Informant added that reeenlly a Nrgro told him that 
a white man who is foreman at the Columbia Mutual Tower Building, 
also kiiovm as Lincoln American Building, Court Ave- at Main 
St., and who is foreman of the clmr crew, made up cf Negroes, 
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l8 carrying a pistol and flaunts jt ?'i th rne N*<. ftro Ik* Ip. This;

v/ho ■ indicat ed that WILLIAM W. GOODMAN, pri ’ninf^it Memphis white

Informant feels that the SCLC which :1s sponsttr ing a 
mass memorial for MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR., in the north hjlj 
of the Auditorium the night of 1/15/70 us*'d poor judgment in 
renting the north hall, which will s^-at prox imaJ.elr 6.000 
people because there will bo very few porfle in attendarKe. 

He pointed out that very few min.lr.tors IIh»s f^r h>ve affiliated 
with the Memphis chapter of SCLC and that tnis will never become 
a mass organization until a large number c*f N^^pro ministers 
affiliate with it. It will primarily be ^ vehicle through 
which Local 1733^ AFSCME, headed by JESSE FPPS. win exert 
pressure in an effort to organize industries and governmental 
agencies in Memphis for EPPS* union.

Infonnant added that on or abo m I/13/'70 two mnnl.ers 
of the Mobilizers, Inc., Memphis, P>nn., \MLLiAM I/Timg RMRIN, 
who has recently been released froM Coll!i>i< Chipel iVvpii'^ 
after suffering from an automobile arcidTt wd whu is still 
v/earing a neck collar known as a *’w»'ip J-9 roJiat * and lOM 
NELSON and another small unidentified MoliMii/fOT were in the ' 
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Trl-State Bank, a Negro institution in Memphis, opening an - 

account ostensibly for the Mobilizers, Inc. Informant was js 

ynable to ascertain the exact title of above mentioned bank 
account . 

Informant added that it appears that the AFSCME 
union, Local 1733, is moving its living headquarters for 
key members and visitors from the Holiday Inn, Memphis, to 
the Albert Pick Hotel, a newly constructed hotel just north 
of the Civic Center in downtown Memphis.
